Tum hue been a tUndiog griev- 
boc* with mankind since government 
became a necessity Among Dec¬ 
ennary evils they hare long been 
clamed next to death. Theft and 
bloudahed, and all Arts of diahonor 
and dmhooeatly and crime hare been 
their oonatant concomitants. Tax. 
taxation and tax gatherers have be¬ 
come hateful words in every language. 

Much of the hatefulneae of taxation 
is due to the character of those who 
gather and disburse the moneys—the 
character which the buaineee seems 
to cultivate and the character which 
it attracts. The administration of 
taxes is beset with many and fearful 
temptations, and many a dishonest 
sod dishonorable act is committed by 
those, who encounter them, but who, 
under more favorable conditions 
would have lived and died without 
stain. But on the other hand, the 
manifold opportunities for the dis¬ 
honorable accumulation of wealth, 
through connection with the public 
seriies, and directly or indirectly in 
connection with the public moneys, 
attract from the four quarters of the 
State, its slyest, sharpest, shrewdest 
aad most dishonorable and disreput¬ 
able elements. So that the average 
citizen has never jet been able, to 
more than oonfine within oertain 
limit*, the burdens of taxation arising 
from the inherent or cultivated char¬ 
acter of the public office holders as a

Now we must not be understood as

oertain limits is too notorious to need 
argument: and the limits in oertain 
places, as for example in the^State of 
New Jersey, are at the present time 
very wide. Courts, Governors, Leg¬ 
islators, municipal bodies and public 
officials generally seem to have come 
to the conclusion that a certain and 
very large amount of stealing of 
various kinds and degrees is so much 
a matter of course as to no longer 
need secrecy. Even the great public 
seems to acquiesce, even while it dis¬ 
approves, for the continual exposure 
of loose morals in high places causes 
but passing oomment but no action. 

But supposing the most honest 
possible administration of public 
affairs, there woiid stiU remain many 
inherent difficulties in the matter of 
taxation, so that there would be al¬ 
most as much dissatisfaction with 
taxes as «v«r. Taxes must be levied 
according to general laws and the 
general laws are sure to press with 
unequal weight in particular places. 
It always has been and always will 
be impossible to distribute equally 
the burdens of taxation. Many who 
find themselves bearing an undue 
proportion of the weight will certain¬ 
ly cry out to relieve their pain and 
obtain relief, and one person cry¬ 
ing upon the street corners will at¬ 
tract more attention and create more 
disturbance than ninety and nine 
people remaining quiet. Even the- 
wisest officials may sometimes fail to 
relieve where he might, owing to over 
much howling by the little injured, 
and his consequent inability to dis¬ 
cover deserving cases.
